Applicant's arguments, see page 3, filed on 12/19/06, with respect to claims 10, 
32, 49 and 50 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 1 12 2 nd 
has been withdrawn.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6 and 47-48 are allowed from the previous office action. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are patentable over the prior art of record because the teachings of 
the references taken as a whole do not show or render obvious the combination set 
forth in claims 8 and 10, including all of the structural elements recited in the claims, 
especially in claim 8, the concept of the latch with a latch component deflecting contact 
with a latch reception supported by the spindle such that a rotation of the spindle 
causes the film roll replacement position to dispenser mode position automatically 
moving the latch into a latch state following deflection; especially in claim 10, wherein 
the spindle has two axially spaced film roll mounting surfaces of different diameter, one 
side having a bigger diameter than the other end of the mounting surface with mounting 
surfaces are dimensioned relative to cores inserts of the film roll, and the core inserts 
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are dimensioned of different sizes so as to limit mounting of the film roll in only one axial 
orientation, which prevents the user from mounting the film roll incorrectly.
